The future Royal and Derngate 
school should not be a grammar 
according to the man who came 
up with the idea, theatre Chief 
Executive Martin Sutherland. 

A five year plan to create a new 
school promoting creative and cul¬ 
tural excellence, a new cinema in 
Daventry and a pop-up opera 
house that can tour festivals was 
unveiled by Royal and Derngate on 
Sunday, marking the tenth year 
since the theatre’s re-opening. 

And now Mr Sutherland is asking 
Northampton to start a “big con¬ 
versation” about what the Royal 
and Derngate school could be, 
although his own view is that it 
should not be selective. 

“Everything I have experienced 
tells me that it should not be a 
grammar school, it should be com¬ 
prehensive. 

“We have to go to people and lis¬ 
ten to what they want but person¬ 
ally, there will be at least one voice 
in the room saying it should be 
open to all,” he said. 

He is expecting the coming 


months to see the biggest consul¬ 
tation process Royal and Derngate 
has ever been involved in. 

“We’re looking for the broadest 
possible range of contributions. 
We need to have a big conversation 
with all kinds of people, organisa¬ 
tions, stakeholders and see what 
their needs are. It’s also about what 
we think culture means. It’s not 
going to be all leg warmers and 
leotards. Where are the digital cre¬ 
ators of tomorrow going to come 
from? The game designers and 
graphic artists? 

“We are going the Free School 
route which has been controversial 
in the past but we think we can be 
something different. We are 
already reaching out into the com¬ 
munity around the county in all 
sorts of ways, so it’s also about 
what does the Royal and Derngate 
mean to people?” 

Martin says the idea came from a 
realisation there was nothing like 
it anywhere else, and although the 
UK is traditionally strong in the 
arts without growing the creators 
of tomorrow we could lose our 
world beating reputation.

The Northampton Clown has 
dropped a big hint of a 
comeback, to ‘show these 
foreign clowns who the real 
clown is’. 

In recent weeks, the craze of 
people dressing up as clowns 
and standing in public areas 
has swept the world. 

But the latest phenomenon 
- which first started with the 
Northampton Clown - has 
taken off with a more sinister 
side. 

In the USA, people dressed 
up as clowns have been chas¬ 
ing people and jumping out at 
unsuspecting passers-by. 

And in the UK, a teenage 


boy in Newcastle was arrest¬ 
ed last week for being in 
possession of a knife while 
dressed up as a clown. 

Now, the Northampton 
Clown - who popped up in 
the town in 2013 before being 
unmasked as university 
student Alex Powell, has 
broken his silence. 

He said in a post on 
Instagram on Monday: “Time 
to dust off this old thing and 
show these foreign clowns 
who the real clown 
is...#northampton 
clown #original #halloween 
#comeback.” 

He also posted a picture of 
himself wearing the mask, 
inspired by the Pennywise 
character in Stephen King’s 


film It, with the costume 
hanging over a door. 

When the figure first made 
his appearance in 2013, he 
was pictured popping up out¬ 
side the National Lift Tower, 
Elm Street, the Cobblers Last 
statue and Abington Park. 

As journalists from across 
the world flocked to the town 
to try to identify him, it was 
the H&P which made the 
exclusive breakthrough just 
three days after his first 
appearance. Editor Steve 
Scoles had come across a 
short movie on YouTube, 
created by Mr Powell, 
starring the same clown.

Fire reduces 
Hall to ruins

Fire crews from three counties 
tackled a large fire which 
destroyed a historic country 
mansion. 

More than 50 firefighters were 
called to battle the blaze which 
broke out at Cosgrove Hall, in 
South Northamptonshire near 
the Buckinghamshire border, on 
Friday afternoon. 

Crews from Northants, Bucks 
and Bedfordshire had to use 
water from the nearby canal in 
their effort to control the fire. 

But despite having the situation 
under control by the evening, the 
entire privately owned, Grade II 
listed building was gutted, with 
only the limestone skeleton 
remaining. 

There were no reports of any 
injuries, and investigations into 
the cause of the fire are ongoing. 


It is believed artwork by 18th 
century painter Sir Joshua 
Reynolds was destroyed in the 
fire, including his painting of 
Mary Anne Biggin, a former 
mistress of the house. 

Sir Reynolds, who specialised in 
portraits, was the founder and 
first president of the Royal 
Academy of Arts. He was 
knighted by George III in 1769. 

On the Cosgrove History 
website, which details the Hall’s 
past, a statement was uploaded 
following the fire. It said: “You 
will all be aware of the recent 
terrible calamity of the fire and 
destruction of the Hall. The 
building is now extremely unsafe. 

“We ask that you not venture 
near it for this sake, to recollect 
that it is still private property and 
to respect the feelings of the 
family who have seen their 
beautiful home destroyed.”

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AUniversity of Northampton 
expert will be analysing the 
effect of extreme and isolat¬ 
ed conditions on the minds 
of six British Army Reservists 
when they embark on a 
three-month trek around 
Antarctica. 

Dr Nathan Smith, lecturer 
in sport psychology, will be 
looking at the team’s mind¬ 
set as they explore the cold¬ 
est, windiest and most 
inhospitable place on the 
planet. 

The South Pole Army 
Reserves 2017 (SPEAR17) - a 
six man-team from the 
British Army Reserves 
(formerly known as the 
Territorial Army) - will 
endure tempera¬ 
tures as low as 
-50C during the 
challenge. 

Next month 
the six men will 
be dropped on 
the coastline of 
Antarctica. From 
there they will 
attempt to ski over 
1,100 miles, unsupported, 


across the polar continent. 
The first leg will be to the 
Geographic South Pole. 

Once there they will 
receive a supply of rations 
and fuel before continuing 
to complete a full traverse of 
Antarctica. This gruelling 
challenge has only ever been 
achieved by six people and 
never by a British team. 

Each man will be hauling 
an individual sledge weigh¬ 
ing approximately 140kg, 
which will contain every¬ 
thing he needs to survive. 

The determined team will 
be completely self- 
sufficient, with no outside 
assistance until they reach 
the Pole. 

The team will face 
many challenges; 
they will brave 
the harsh polar 
weather, navi¬ 
gate crevasses, 
endure whiteout 
conditions and 
undertake a 
climb from sea 
level to 10,000ft, all 
while pullinh their sledges. 


The team will also experi¬ 
ence extreme mental stress 
due to their isolation, lack of 
supplies and the extreme 
physicality of the challenge. 

Dr Smith’s research will 
investigate the team’s 
psychological state through¬ 
out, and consider how easily 
they transition back into 
daily life afterwards. 

He said: “The SPEAR17 
expedition provides a 
unique opportunity to 


collect data that will help 
understand how to monitor 
and support the psychologi¬ 
cal health of those under¬ 
taking expeditions in 
extreme settings. 

“Using a structured diary 
study approach, we will be 
able to examine important 
indicators of daily stress, 
resilience and optimal func¬ 
tioning in extreme condi¬ 
tions of the Antarctic. A 
particularly unique dimen¬ 


sion to the present work is 
the continuation of data 
collection in the post¬ 
expedition phase, which 
will tell us about the psycho¬ 
logical experience of transi¬ 
tioning out of the expedition 
environment and into 
everyday life. I would like to 
take this opportunity to 
thank the team for their 
support and wish them all 
the best in their incredible 
and ambitious endeavour.”

Theatre eyes 
school and 
cinema plan

Northampton’s Royal & Derngate 
has revealed three major 
projects as it celebrates 10 years 
since its re-opening, including 
plans for a new arts-based 
school. 

The theatre’s initiatives, which 
it says will ‘shape its future’ and 
‘the cultural development of 
Northants’, was announced at an 
event on Sunday marking its 
anniversary. 

Its biggest proposal, for a new 
secondary school, is being put 
together with creative digital 
agency Balance, and would 
‘address a very real need locally, 
responding to the projected levels 
of population growth and the 
need for new school places as 
identified by the county council’. 

Over the next three months, the 
theatre says it will be be hosting a 
series of events and conversa¬ 
tions to help bring the school 
plans together. 

The two other projects are for a 
new filmhouse - similar to the 
Errol Flynn in Northampton - to 
be set up in Daventry, and for a 
new pop-up music-theatre. 

The new cinema would include 
three screens, showing a mix of

mainstream and independent 
films as well as live screenings of 
opera, ballet and theatre produc¬ 
tions. The project would be devel¬ 
oped and operated by Royal & 
Derngate as tenants of Daventry 
District Council. 

The music-theatre, which the 
theatre is working on with Studio 
Three Sixty, would see a portable 
venue called The Mix travel the 
country with productions from 
musicals to opera. 

The Mix, which could be trans¬ 
formed into different layouts, 
would have auditorium seating 
for between 200 and 400 people. 

A consortium of partners - 
including Scottish Opera, Musical 
Theatre Network, Perfect Pitch, 
Improbable, China Plate and 
Underbelly - have been gathered 
to commission, develop and 
support this.

Polish helpers after fall

A pensioner who 
suffered a fall in 
Northampton town 
centre last Thursday 
has thanked the three 
young Polish men who 
stopped to help her 
back on her feet. 

But the 83-year-old 
wants this to be a 
lesson to those people 
who she fears have 
grown more hostile 
towards the town’s 
large Polish community 
since the Brexit vote. 

Mary Bowler, from 
Billing, was walking 
from HSBC bank 
towards the Tesco 
Express store in 
Abington Street when 
she caught her foot and 
fell over. 

When she rolled onto 
her side after landing on 
her hands and knees, 
three men came up to 
her, lifted her onto her 
feet, packed her 
scattered belongings 
back into her bag and 
asked if she was okay. 

Touched by the trio’s 
kindness, Mary - who 
has been a widow for 
12 years - got in touch 
with the Northants 
Herald & Post to try to 
highlight the men’s act 
of kindness. 

Mary, who is the 
former chairwoman of 
the Northamptonshire 
Federation of Women’s 
Institutes, said: “The 
three guys were really 
very good, very quick 
and extremely caring 


and polite. They showed 
me each item of my 
belongings, which were 
on the floor, before put¬ 
ting them in my bag. 

“It was just nicely 
done, and kind. They 
didn’t just look at me 
and say ‘let’s get out of 
the way, it’s not our 
business’, which a lot of 
people do these days. 

“London and places 
like that, you can fall on 
your face and nobody 
really cares a damn. 

“I just thought ‘these 
are the sort of Polish 
people in the town that 
are great to know’.” 

Speaking of her 
sadness at the growing 
number of race hate 


crimes across the UK 
since the Brexit vote, 
she added: “Someone 
said to me earlier in the 
week that new homes 
are being built near 
Wellingborough, and her 
remark was ‘well I hope 
them Poles don’t get 
them’. 

“And I said well ‘if 
they pay their taxes 
then they are entitled to 
live there’. 

“Then the next day, 
for this (fall) to happen, 

I just thought ‘well good 
on them!’. I’m not say¬ 
ing all Poles are good 
and all English are bad, 
but this is a good 
example of European 
co-operation.” 


Road worker 
hit by truck 
on Ml dies

The Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE) has launched an 
investigation after a 
construction worker was killed 
by a heavy goods vehicle on the 
site of roadworks on the Ml in 
Northamptonshire this week. 

The 47-year-old man, from 
Luton, died after being hit by 
what is believed to be a dumper 
truck while working on the north¬ 
bound carriageway after junction 
16 on Monday morning. 

It is reported the victim - who 
died at the scene - was working 
for a drainage contractor which 
was subcontracted by the 
Costain/Galliford Try joint 
venture, as part of the £65 million 
Highways England smart motor¬ 
way project to increase capacity 
on the motorway. 

The fatal incident resulted in 
two lanes of the motorway 
between Northampton and 
Coventry being closed for seven 
hours, while emergency services

- including an air ambulance - 
attended and police officers 
carried out investigation work. 

A spokesperson for the Costain/ 
Galliford Try joint venture told 
the Northants Herald & Post: “We 
offer our sincere condolences to 
the deceased’s family, friends 
and colleagues at this very sad 
time. An investigation is under 
way.” 

A spokesman for the HSE said it 
is ‘aware of the incident and are 
liaising with police’, and that 
Northamptonshire Police are 
leading the investigation

People with DIY skills are 
being asked to help make 
sure a temporary night 
shelter for homeless people 
is finished by next month.

Legendary 
scrum-half 
Jeeps dies 

Northampton Saints, and English rugby, 
lost one of its all-time greats last Saturday 
morning when former British & Irish 
Lions scrum-half Dickie Jeeps passed 
away aged 84. 

Jeeps made 273 appearances for Saints 
across 13 seasons at Franklin’s Gardens, 
scoring 48 tries in the process, and was 
club captain in 1958. 

In addition to his 24 caps with England, 
he won a further 13 with the Lions, mak¬ 
ing him the second-highest appearance 
maker for the famous touring side, behind 
Willie John McBride. 

Jeeps was uncapped when first selected 
by the Lions in 1955 for their tour of South 
Africa, but he played a key role in the 
drawn Test series alongside half-back 
partner Cliff Morgan. 

He subsequently made his England debut 
in January the following year against 
Wales in the Five Nations and he would go 
on to captain his country on 13 occasions, 
winning his final cap with the Red Rose in 
1962. 

At the time, he was England’s most- 
capped scrum-half, a record that was 
eventually overtaken by Steve Smith, and 
was an inspiration to a young Gareth 
Edwards, who went on to become one of 
rugby’s legendary figures in his own right 
with Wales. 

With the reputation as one of the finest 
No 9s in the game, he went on two further 
tours with the Lions; to Australia and New

Zealand in 1959 and back to South Africa 
in 1962. 

A talented batsman in his youth, Jeeps 
almost turned down a pre-season trial 
with Northampton as it would have meant 
missing a cricket match. 

Choosing to play for Saints turned out to 
be an inspired choice, as he made his 
debut during the 1952/53 season to begin 
what was a legendary career in rugby that 
has been surpassed by few since. 

In later life, Jeeps became an England 
selector and was President of the RFU 
from 1976-77, during which time he was 
awarded the CBE while he was also one of 
the six inaugural inductees into 
Northampton’s Hall of Fame in 2005.

Home Improvements

I am trying to raise £5,000 
for a powerchair. My current 
wheelchair causes me a lot of 
pain and doesn't cater for all 
of my conditions. It's very 
basic and I need one with an 
electric tilt, electric recline 
and leg elevation. 

I have Ehlers-Danlos 
Syndrome type 3 which is a 
genetic connective tissue dis¬ 
order and means my collagen 
is faulty; because of this eve¬ 
rything that is made of colla¬ 
gen in the body is stretchy. 
My skin, ligaments, muscles 
and tendons pull, tear and 
sprain very easily. I also dislo¬ 
cate and/or subluxate (par¬ 
tially dislocate) on a daily 
basis. This, as you can imag¬ 
ine is extremely painful. I am 
in chronic pain and my 
mobility is extremely limited. 
I also have a few other condi¬ 
tions that cause extreme pain 
and fatigue. As well as this, I 
suffer from PoTS - Postural 
Tachycardia Syndrome. This 
means my autonomic nerv¬ 
ous system is dysfunctional - 
I can’t control my tempera¬ 
ture, I experience dizziness, 
light-headedness, palpita¬ 


tions, migraines and am 
close to fainting. 

I’m desperate for an electric 
wheelchair to be able to have 
some independence and free¬ 
dom. I’m unable to push 
myself in a manual wheel¬ 
chair as my shoulders are 
very unstable and dislocate 
easily. I’m 29 years old and 
don’t want to have to rely on 
someone else every time I go 
out. 

The powerchair that I am 
raising money for will help 
relieve pain on particularly 
tender joints as it has a tilt 
function, and will help 
relieve PoTS symptoms 
as I can recline and 
elevate my legs. I 
just want to be 
able to go out and 
do things but 
can’t afford a 
wheelchair of this 
calibre. 

Unfortunately, 
the criteria for 
Wheelchair Services in 
Northants is very strict and I 
don’t meet their conditions. I 
live in a small one bed bunga¬ 
low in Wollaston and some¬ 
times use crutches indoors, 
therefore this means I don’t 
qualify for any help from 


WCS. I can’t walk more than a 
few steps and crutches 
destroy my shoulders so it’s a 
real shame that I don’t meet 
the criteria. 

Chronic pain means I’m in 
pain every single day. And I 
have been since I was 13. I’ve 
had multiple operations and 
will no doubt face more in the 
future. 

I’m a blogger and disability 
rights campaigner. I’m a trus¬ 
tee for Enhance the UK - a 
charity that is trying to 
change the perceptions of 
disability. 

I also work alongside Scope, 
and have been featured 
in their 30 Under 30 
campaign; they 
showcased thirty 
disabled people 
under the age of 30 
that are doing 
incredible things in 
their fields, and I 
was included in that. 
I’ve also had a BBC 

article written about me 
because a journalist read my 
blog post about a stranger 
telling me that I was ‘too pret¬ 
ty to be in wheelchair.’ 

Up to now I’ve raised just 
over £600 in less than week 
via promotion on Twitter.

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Drunk Town fan 
flashed on train 


A drunken Northampton Town 
football fan waved his penis at an 
elderly rail passenger before 
shouting: ‘Do you want to touch it?’ 
a court heard. 

Cobblers supporter Matthew 
Warwick, 28, of Wollaston, overdid 
the celebrations after his team beat 
Portsmouth in May this year. 

He appeared before Westminster 
Magistrates’ Court on Tuesday 
where he was given a 10-month 
community order. 

Anne Crossfield, prosecuting, 
told court the defendant had 
boarded the train with friends from 
Portsmouth to Waterloo in a 
drunken state. 

He then went up to an elderly rail 
passenger waving his genitals, 
before going to the luggage area 
and playing a lewd game where he 
asked his friends to identify a part 
of his private parts. 

“The defendant said he was very 
drunk when he boarded the train,” 
Ms Crossfield said. 

“There were two women sat 
near, one elderly and one younger. 

“A witness said she saw the 
young female and elderly female get 
up to leave as the train approached 
the station. 

“The defendant then got up and 
walked towards them. 

“He had taken his penis out and

was waving it around. He was 
asking them 'Do you want to look’ 
and ‘Do you want to touch it’. 

“The elderly woman shouted she 
wanted to get off the train and they 
did so. 

“He then returned to his friends. 

“He told officers he had no 
recollection of exposing himself, but 
remembered getting into the 
luggage area and playing ‘cock or 
ball’.” 


Ms Crossfield explained that 
Warwick was playing a game with 
his friends where a man shows a 
part of either his testicles or penis 
and people have to guess which 
part it is. 

The court heard Warwick had 
been identified by one of the 
women who saw the incident at 
Waterloo station. 

Ms Crossfield added: “She was 
scared to go on the train, but 
pointed to him on the platform.” 

Freya Colvin, defending, said 
Warwick was a father-to-be, and 
the incident was out of character. 

She said: “The level of alcohol 
involved goes to show how out of 
character this was. 

“It was, albeit serious, a very 
stupid one-off. 

“He hasn’t drunk for a month.” 

Judge Nicholas Watton handed 
Warwick a 10-month community 
order, requiring him to perform 140 
hours of unpaid work. 

He said: “There is no one to 
blame but yourself. 

“Your behaviour alarmed, fright¬ 
ened and distressed people in this 
very public place. 

“I’m going to treat this as a one- 
off.” 

Warwick was also told to pay 
costs of £85, and a victim 
surcharge of £85.

IT takes a lot of guts to put 
your career on hold and aim 
for the stars, but that is what 
one woman is doing.

Home to a romantic page turner 




AUTHOR Catherine Cookson 
was not only one of the UK’s 
most famous novelists but also 
an extraordinary rags-to-riches 
story. 

Born in 1906 to an alcoholic 
single mother in South Shields 
she left school at 14 to work first 
in service and then in a 
workhouse laundry before 
moving to a similar job in 
Hastings, East Sussex. There she 
scrimped and saved to buy a 
large Victorian house and later 
married a local teacher, Tom 
Cookson, with whom she tried 
unsuccessfully to have children. 

After several miscarriages and 
following a diagnosis of 
telangiectasia, a rare vascular 
disease, she began to suffer 
depression and to alleviate this, 
joined a local writers’ group in 
the town. 

Cookson published her first 
novel, Kate Hannigan, in 1950 
aged 44 and went on to write 
almost a hundred books in total, 
racking up global sales of more 
than 123 million books. 


After her first two titles had 
been published, the couple 
bought a stout but spacious 
four-bedroom 1930s detached 
house in St Helen’s, an upmarket 
suburb to the north of the town. 
It is now for sale at £1.1 million 
with agent PCM (01424 839111). 

They moved in on Guy Fawkes 
Day, 1954, despite being warned 
off the property by an agent and 


set about renovating it, 
including the garden, which had 
been used as a dump during the 
war. 

But as her and her husband’s 
health failed the couple moved 
back to Catherine’s north 
eastern homeland and a house in 
Jesmond, Newcastle. She died in 
1998 aged 91 followed two weeks 
later by Tom. 


T his small, 

brown-bricked house 
on the market at 
£475,000 within a quiet 
cul-de-sac on the 
outskirts of a south-east 
commuter town would normally 
only appeal to young couples 
looking for an affordable place 
to start a family. 

But this is no ordinary home.

The property featured in the 
first film adaption of JK 
Rowling’s books, 2001’s Harry 
Potter and the Philosopher’s 
Stone and was taken over by 
film makers for two weeks in 
order to shoot 


DO YOU remember when the 
nation obsessed about who shot 
JR? 

If so you’ll have been around 
during the 1980s and been a fan 
of US TV series Dallas, the most 
popular long-running soap opera 
of the decade. 

At its peak the programme 
was watched by 21.5 million 
people in Britain and 350 million 
around the world. 

Its plot followed the endless 
feuds between two rival Texas oil 
families and the show was 
famous for its cliff hangers, the 
most notorious of which took 
place in 1980. An episode in 
November that year finished 
with the mysterious shooting of 
key character J.R. Ewing, played 
by Larry Hagman. 

The whodunit sparked off an 
eight-month global media frenzy 
that spilled over into the UK 
with several newspapers 
dedicating column inches to the 


‘murder’. 

But the show was also known 
for its glamorous mansions in 
which the two families lived. 

And one of them is now for sale. 

It’s a 10,341 sq ft faux Georgian 
mansion in North Dallas with 4.3 
acres of gardens, for sale at 12.95 
million. But what many former 
Dallas fans might recognise are 
its interiors, which were used 
regularly in the soap. 


It has everything a vexed oil 
executive might want including 
five bedrooms, seven bathrooms, 
a panelled library, billiards 
room, elevator, media room, 
pool, spa and tennis court. And 
former US president George W 
Bush lives next door.

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Home at heart of Tudor intrigue 



IF YOU watched the BBC’s hit 
historical drama Wolf Hall last 
year then you’ll know the key 
role that Mary Shelton played in 
the bloody downfall of King 
Henry VIII’s second wife, Anne 
Boleyn. 

Mary was at the centre of a 
political and family alliance that 
spanned Tudor England; her 
mother was Queen Anne’s aunt 
and at a young age she was 
summoned to court to be one of 
Anne’s ladies in waiting. 

Mary subsequently began a 
six-month affair with the king 
which ended when Anne and 
Henry were reconciled, which is 
lucky given the low survival rate 
of his subsequent wives. She 
went on to marry St Anthony 
Heveningham and bear several 
children one of which, Arthur, is 
said to be a relation of the late 
Princess Diana. 

The seat of the Shelton family, 
where Mary and her three 
brothers and six sisters were 
brought up is Shelton Hall in 
Norfolk. It’s also where Henry 
VIII sent his two daughters, 


Mary and Elizabeth - the future 
Elizabeth I - for three years 
under the care of their great 
aunt, Anne Shelton. 

It must have been a nice place 
to stay. The property, which can 
trace a history back to 1140, is 
still a country idyll and includes 
five acres of land and a house 


with five reception rooms, eight 
bedrooms, a range of 
outbuildings and a moat.

PD James is one of the UK’s best 
known crime writers with over 
20 books still in print and 
millions of fans, many of whom 
adore their central character, 
detective Adam Dalgleish. 

Many of PD James’s books 
have been adapted for both TV 
and film, including her 1963 
novel A Mind to Murder and her 
1972 novel An Unsuitable Job for 
a Woman, which was adapted for 
both film and TV, most recently 
in 2001 by the BBC starring 
Helen Baxendale. 

Despite such success Phyllis 
Dorothy James worked almost 
all her life in the civil service at 
first with the NHS and then until 
her retirement, the Home Office. 

Right up until her death in 
2014 aged 94 she was very active, 
signing a letter to The Guardian 
newspaper opposing Scottish 
independence and also guest 
editing BBC Radio 4’s Today 
programme.

Audi offers new SUV range

THE brooding good looks of the 
Black Edition models that have 
been mainstays of the Audi A4, A5, 
A6 and A7 Sportback ranges have 
inspired a new Q3 Black Edition that 
spearheads a wholesale update of 
Audi’s compact SUV line-up. 

The new top flight Q3 and the 
even better equipped versions 
that sit below it will become 
available later this month priced 
from £26,600, and will reach the 
first customers towards the end 


of the year. 

At entry level the SE trim level 
now becomes Sport through 
the addition of SD navigation as 
standard and through styling 
enhancements that lend an even 
more purposeful air, including 
larger front air vents and a body- 
coloured front diffuser. 

S line Navigation models become 
S line Edition by gaining standard 
interior features such as cruise 


control and the Audi Parking 
System Plus, and by adopting a new 
look for the front end, which now 
incorporates a distinctive horizontal 
strut spanning its full width, above 
which are air inlets with more 
pronounced surrounds and a new 
diamond-pattern mesh design. 

The main attraction in the range 
is now the Q3 Black Edition, which 
stays true to the concept introduced 
elsewhere in the Audi range. 


Replacing the S line plus model, it 
builds on that version’s extensive 
specification with features such 
as standard metallic paint, privacy 
glass from the door pillar rearwards 
and a Bose sound system upgrade, 
but its key point of differentiation 
is a distinctive black treatment for 
many of its parts. 

These start in the cabin with 
piano black inlays, and continue 
outside to take in everything from 
the 19-inch alloy wheels, wheel 
arch cappings and Single Frame 
grille surround to the roof rails, 
rear spoiler and tailpipes, all of 
which are finished in gloss black. 
Under the skin, two TDI diesel 
and two TFSI petrol engines 
are available, depending on the 
chosen specification. 

The 1.4-litre TFSI with cylinder- 
on-demand technology brings 
150bhp and the option of either 
manual or S tronic twin-clutch 
automatic transmission. 

It gives the front-wheel-driven Q3 
1.4 TFSI a 0-62mph sprint time 
of as little as 8.9 seconds, but 
also 51.4mpg capability (manual) 
based on the combined cycle test. 
Above it in the petrol line-up is 
a 2.0-litre TFSI unit with 180bhp, 
which can be linked to either 
manual or S tronic transmission 
and works with quattro all-wheel- 
drive without exception. 

Forming the diesel contingent are 
two four-cylinder, 2.0-litre TDIs with 
outputs of 150bhp and 184bhp.The 
150bhp version has the potential 
to return up to 62.8mpg with a C02 
output of just 117g/km.

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Skoda Octavia 
Scout Estate

SKODA faces a tough task with the Octavia Scout 
Estate. 

It has to convince bright young things who need a 
motor practical enough to handle the school run and 
cool enough to take to the beach or mountaintop, not 
to choose one of the many SUV crossover models 
currently more popular than Ant and Dec. 

The Czech motor manufacturer’s response is a quality 
offering that can take on the SUV hordes and strike a 
blow for tradition. 

For this Scout is no boy, but rather a tough all-action 
hero featuring four-wheel drive and a raised ride 
height - giving genuine off-road capability - as well as 
a cave-like bootspace capable of accommodating the 
most outward bound of families. 

The Haldex-5 all-wheel drive system and multi-mode 
drive control give the estate the tools to live up to its 
name making it comfortable in the countryside and 
prepared for anything. 

That’s not to say it is rough on the road or expensive 
to run as under normal conditions front-wheel drive is 
employed - so saving fuel - with the estate civilised to 
drive both around town and on the motorway despite 
its rugged appearance. 

When conditions worsen though, the clever electronics 
recognise when grip is being lost and send power to 
the rear wheels to increase traction with wheelspin 
kept to a minimum. 

The Scout sits more than an inch higher than the 
nomal Octavia Estate and is fitted with underbody 
armour and added protection around the wheel 
arches as well as chunky front and rear skid plates. 
Other styling clues to its off-road pretensions 
include black plastic trim for the sills, bumpers and 
wheelarches while silver roof rails and splashes of 
chrome give it an upmarket feel. 


The cumulative effect of this is to make the Scout 
visually impressive with a ready-for-anything attitude. 
The interior is similarly no-nonsense with a simple 
layout featuring all mod cons such as climate control 
and satellite navigation. 

Creature comforts such as alcatara and leather 
upholstery featuring Scout logos are included, as are 
tinted rear windows. 

The likes of 17-inch alloys and lane departure warning 
systems also make a welcome appearance on the 
standard issue list with optional extras including front 
and rear parking sensors at £350, heated front seats 
at £250 and an advanced connectivity system which 
includes wi-fi and a full colour trip computer display 
costing £1,050. 

There’s plenty of room to get comfortable front and 
back while luggage space starts at 590 litres with all 
the seats in use expanding to 1,580 when the rear ones 
are folded. 

Driven by the less powerful of the 2.0-litre diesel 
engines available - there’s also a 184ps version - the 
car I drove was nevertheless no slouch with 62mph hit 
from a standing start in a shade over nine seconds on 
the way to a top speed of 129mph with the help of a 
slick six-speed manual gearbox. 

In the battle with the all-conquering crossovers the 
Scout does inflict substantial damage when it comes 
to running costs as it boasts a fuel economy figure of 
58.9mpg and emissions of 125g/km. 

In the real world the Scout was getting about 50 to 
the gallon which is pretty good for what is a big motor 
boasting a 1.8-tonne towing capacity. 

It all adds up to a family-friendly package that is well 
kitted out and able to handle the mud when required.

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MATING DEER 
WARNING TO DRIVERS

ROAD safety organisation GEM Motoring 
Assist is advising drivers to take extra care 
in areas where deer are common, as their 
breeding season gets underway. 

The coming weeks mean deer are more 
mobile than usual, bringing them onto 
roads and increasing the risk of collisions. 
The human death toll from deer collisions 
ranges between 10 and 20 annually, and 
industry estimates put the cost of damage 
to vehicles alone to be at least £17 million. 
Estimates indicate that up to 75,000 deer 
are killed each year in road collisions. 
GEM road safety officer Neil Worth 
says: “We encourage drivers to be extra 
observant, especially as the mornings and 
evenings get darker. Be ready to take 
appropriate avoiding action if you come 
across a deer on the road ahead. 


“Periods of highest deer activity tend 
to occur at dawn and dusk, coinciding 
with the morning and evening rush hour, 
increasing collision risks in areas where 
deer are common.” 

Experts believe the UK deer population 
numbers more than two million, and 
research from the RSPCA shows around 
75,000 deer are involved in vehicle collisions 
each year, with 10,000 killed instantly.

RECORD NUMBERS TAKE ROUTE 66

THE UK new car market remained 
steady in September, rising 1.6 per 
cent, according to the latest figures from 
the Society of Motor Manufacturers 
and Traders. 

In total 469,696 cars were registered, 
as buyers purchased the new 66-plate. 
The performance marks the highest 
figures for September on record, while 
the total number of cars registered so 
far this year also grew to 2,150,495 
units - up 2.6 per cent compared with 
the same period last year. 

It is only the second time that the 
two million mark has been passed in 
September since 2004. 


Biggest seller was the Ford Focus with 
19,769 sales followed by the Vauxhall 
Corsa at 14,570. 

Fleet registrations continued to 
drive growth, up 7.3 per cent, while 
registrations to private motorists 
experienced a small decline, down -1.7 
per cent to 223,844 units in the month. 
Meanwhile, diesel registrations rose 2.8 
per cent as petrol’s declined -1.1 per 
cent. 

Alternatively fueled vehicles continued 
to outpace the market, up 32.6 per 
cent against the same month last year 
with a market share of 3.4 per cent.

■Montpellier

grinding opposition forwards 
into the dirt. 

We already know that this will 
be head coach lake White's last 
season at the club and the 2007 
Rugby World Cup winner will be 
keen to sign off in France with a 
strong showing in Europe's 
premier competition. 

■ Castres 

“Not them again,'' might have 
been the first thought going 
through supporters' minds when 
Northampton were drawn along¬ 
side regular European foes 
Castres during the summer. 

Castres have tended to be poor 
travellers but a tough nut to crack 
on their own turf and getting 
something out of the trip to the 
Stade Pierre-Antoine could prove 
vital. 

■Leinster 

Northampton have had some epic 
battles down the years against 
Leinster, who inflicted some seri¬ 
ous pain on Saints in coming 
back from the dead in the 2011 
Heineken Cup final, as well as by 
thrashing them 40-7 at Franklin's 
Gardens. 

Hopefully, memories more like 
the stunning 18-9 victory at the 
Aviva Stadium in 2013 will be 
made during December's double 
header.

Louis Picamoles will make his first 
European appearance for 
Northampton Saints on Saturday 
evening and he'll be facing the club 
where he first made his name when 
Montpellier visit Franklin's 
Gardens. 

Playing for ‘Les Cistes’ was also 
where Saints supporters were given 
their first glimpse of the French 
powerhouse, who came up against 
his future club in the European 
Challenge Cup in the 2008/09 
season. 

Picamoles even scored a try in 
Northampton’s visit to the Stade 
Yves-du-Manoir in January 2009, 
although it turned out to be in vain 
on the night as Saints emerged from 
southern France with a 28-24 
victory. 

The 30-year-old number 8 will be 
looking to help Jim Mallinder’s side 
put their Premiership struggles 
behind them in their opening 
Champions Cup fixture against the 
club where he made 64 appearances 
between 2004 and 2009. 

He arrived at Franklin’s Gardens 
in the summer having tasted 
European glory before, after 
winning the old Heineken Cup with 
Toulouse in 2010. On coming up 
against his former team, Picamoles 
said: “I left the club a long time ago 
but playing against Montpellier is 
always special for me. 

“It’s the club where I discovered 
rugby but I’ve learned to deal with it 
over the years. It’s an important 
game for me but I try to enjoy it 
rather than add more pressure to it. 

“The club has changed a lot since I 
left. There are only two players I 
know from my time there and that’s 
flanker Fulgence Ouedraogo and 
scrum-half Benoit Paillaugue. 

“There are a lot of South Africans 


in their pack and they play like 
South Africans with a lot of 
physicality. It might not be very 
spectacular but it’s very efficient. 
It’s going to be a fierce battle up 
front.” 

Picamoles has taken no time at all 
in adapting to his new surroundings 
in what is his first season playing 
outside of his home country and is 
in the process of improving his 
English. But it is on the pitch where 
he has really done his talking, as the 
man capped 54 times by France has 
been a force of nature in the back 
row during his appearances so far. 


After six rounds of Premiership 
action, no Northampton player has 
made more ground than his 315 
metres, while his 13 off-loads is the 
joint-highest in the division along 
with Saracens’ Billy Vunipola. 

Picamoles said: “I feel really good 
in Northampton and it only gets 
better with my teammates as the 
games go on. Slowly but surely, and 
even if there is still a language 
barrier, I feel in sync with them on 
the pitch so it’s great so far. 

“It’s a big change for me and there 
are a lot of players I have to get to 
know. It’s going to take some time to 


get used to this new environment 
but I feel better and better week on 
week. I feel at ease in the squad and 
I feel better on the pitch because of 
it. 

“I’m pretty happy with how I 
played so far but I’m never too 
pleased about it. Improving is 
what’s driving me but I’m really 
enjoying myself in this team and 
that’s very important to me. 

“My teammates and the staff have 
been great to make me feel 
welcome. Then once we’re on the 
pitch it’s easier because we all speak 
the same language.”

Comeback king Clark grateful to have come through a difficult year 


Northampton Saints flanker 
Calum Clark has had to go 
through some dark times in the 
past year, as a shoulder injury 
that wouldn’t go away ruled him 
out for the whole of last season. 

The problem first occurred in a 
pre-season friendly at Wasps, 
two weeks before the start of the 
campaign, and required a sec¬ 
ond operation in January after 
an initial one wasn’t able to fix 
it. The timing was especially 
cruel, as Clark had just come off 
the best season of his career in 
being named Saints’ Player of 
the Year by both his fellow play¬ 
ers and by the supporters and 
making his England debut in a 
World Cup warm-up against 
France off the back of it. 


But the 27-year-old was able to 
put this all behind him when he 
made his comeback against 
Exeter Chiefs two weeks ago, 
getting straight back into the 
thick of the action at openside. 

Clark said: “I’m pretty grateful 
to have come through what I did 
last year, so I’m happy to be back 
playing again. 

“With the nature of the injury, I 
wasn’t sure what was going on 
and obviously there was a couple 
of setbacks so it was a really dif¬ 
ficult year to deal with and a 
process to deal with. 

“It came off the back of a good 
summer - that’s when it struck, 
but it’s part of the game and I’ve 
just got to get on with it.” 

Clark certainly wasn’t forgotten 


during his long absence by the 
Franklin’s Gardens faithful, who 
gave out a big cheer when his 
name was read out over the tan- 
noy before the Exeter game. 

On his long-awaited return, 
Clark said: “The fans were great 
and I’m really thankful for the 
welcome back they gave me. 

“It was nice to mark the end of 
a very tough year with their sup¬ 
port and a win as well on that 
night.” 

Clark has not just come back at 
a crucial time, with North¬ 
ampton’s Champions Cup cam¬ 
paign getting under way this 
weekend, but he’s also come 
back into a competitive environ¬ 
ment as far as the back row is 
concerned. 


His injury problems gave 
Teimana Harrison a chance to 
stake his claims last season and 
it was one he grabbed with both 
hands, as he put in a series of 
superb displays, while France 
number 8 Louis Picamoles 
arrived from Toulouse in the 
summer. 

Clark said: “Teimana was out¬ 
standing last year and I was 
really happy for him - he came 
over here to give himself an 
opportunity and he’s really 
stepped up and taken that in the 
last year. Obviously we’ve got 
Louis, who’s signed and is excep¬ 
tional and Woody [Tom Wood] is 
captain this year, so there’s a lot 
of competition and that’s good 
for the squad.”

Northampton Town departed 
Scunthorpe with a 1-1 draw on 
Saturday but also left with a feeling 
they can match any team in League 
One. 

The game hinged on the 59th 
minute red card for Northampton’s 
Matt Taylor with the midfielder 
receiving his marching orders for a 
strong tackle on Neal Bishop. 

Cobblers were in the ascendency up 
to that point despite being a goal 
down to Josh Morris’ unstoppable 
free kick on the cusp of half time. 

Taylor’s tackle highlights the need 
for a sin-bin in football, one step 
down for a dismissal given the 
ex-West ham man showed no malice 
and merely found his opponent too 
quick in a committed challenge. 

Consistency was an issue in referee 
Darren Handley’s performance as 
Brendan Moloney found himself on 
the end of some crunching tackles 
that may well have warranted more 
severe punishment. 

‘We’re not here to watch you ref’ 
chanted the travelling Northampton 
faithful and it was a shame the 
official stepped in to change the 
course of an enthralling encounter. 

Yet Northampton weren’t going to 
leave Lincolnshire pointless and 
their tenacity was highlighted in Jak 
McCourt’s 74th minute equaliser, 
which was forced home at the third 
time of asking after JJ Hooper’s cross 
was flicked onto the post by Alex 
Re veil. 

Despite missing two starting play¬ 
ers in Gabriel Zakuani and Harry 
Beautyman, Northampton were the 
better team against Graham 
Alexander’s league leaders and now 
must fancy a crack at top spot them¬ 
selves. 

Cobblers have lost just one of their 
last 27 away league games and sit in 
a healthy sixth position in League 
One. That sets up a cracking pair of 
matches with Millwall coming to 
Sixfields this weekend followed by 
the Nene Derby at Peterborough on 
Tuesday night. 

Show the kind of relentlessness that 
Town did v Scunthorpe and even 
with Taylor facing suspension there’s 
no reason they can’t tame the Lions 
and bring the Posh down a peg or 
two. 


Page decides

Northampton Town will not be 
appealing the red card shown to 
Matt Taylor in last Saturday’s 1-1 
draw at Scunthorpe, despite man¬ 
ager Rob Page still thinking the 
decision was a harsh one. 

Taylor was shown a straight red for 
what referee Darren Handley 
deemed to be a dangerous tackle on 
the Iron’s Neal Bishop in the 59th 
minute at Glanford Park. 

The frustration for the Cobblers 
stems from the inconsistency in the 
officiating over the weekend, as a 
similar challenge from AFC 
Wimbledon’s Dean Parrett went 
unpunished in the build-up to the 
second goal in their 3-1 win at 
Oxford United on Sunday. 

While Parrett didn’t even have a 
free kick given against him, Taylor 
will be unavailable for 
Northampton’s next three games - 
against Millwall, Peterborough and 
Shrewsbury - due to suspension. 

Page said: “I still think it’s a harsh 
red card, certainly from having 
looked at tackles made over the 
weekend in the Oxford game. 

“You look at exactly the same sce¬ 
nario, where the lad sort of has a 
bigger touch than he normally has, 
chases after it, makes a tackle, the 
free kick is not even given and 
Wimbledon score their second goal. 


“It was a similar tackle to what 
Matty made and it was a straight 
red, so the inconsistency is a little 
bit frustrating. 

“But it’s something we’ve looked at 
and it is a 50-50 [challenge] - some 
you’d give, some you wouldn’t and 
we’ve decided not to appeal it and 
we have to just get on with it.” 

In terms of a response to going a 
man down when already a goal 
down, Page couldn’t have asked for 
much more from his players, as Jak 
McCourt equalised as part of what 
was a strong finish from the 
Cobblers. 

They could have even come away 
from the League One leaders with 
all three points despite being a man 
light, with Page saying: “I thought 
we created enough chances to win 
the game. 

“We were frustrated coming off, 
even with ten men, we were still 
frustrated coming off, having not 
won it. 

“Looking at the chances created - 
19 shots, so many on target - we 
could have scored four goals on 
Saturday against the league leaders 
and could have won it with ten men. 

“There are far too many positives 
there to dwell on the negative, 
which is the sending-off, and what 
we’re focusing on this week is build¬ 
ing on the chances we created 
against a very good team and take it 
into Saturday’s performance.” 

Page also praised the performance 
of McCourt, who has had to recover 
from a recent concussion, but 


showed no ill effects as he picked up 
from where he left off in what has 
been an impressive start to life at 
Sixfields. 

“He’s been outstanding and I 
always knew the qualities he had,” 
Page said, adding: “I went to watch 
him play for Leicester’s Under-21s 
and he stood out head and shoul¬ 
ders, just in the tempo in how he 
passed. 

“He made some crunching tackles 


that day. I’ve seen him score a cou¬ 
ple of great goals for their Under-21s 
- he’s not prolific and from how he 
plays understandably, but I know 
he’s capable of scoring good goals. 

“It was a change for him slightly, 
our mind-set on Saturday, after the 
sending off; I wanted him, instead 
of sitting, to be a bit more attack- 
minded with John-Joe [O’Toole] as a 
two and thankfully he got forward 
at the right time.” 



Poppies and Saints prepare for final qualifying hurdle 


Brackley Town and Kettering 
Town will look to make it a trio of 
Northamptonshire clubs in the 
first round proper of the FA Cup 
this weekend, when they compete 
in the final qualifying round. 

The county is already guaran¬ 
teed one club in round one of the 
world’s oldest Cup competition, 
with Northampton Town set to be 


one of the highest-ranked of the 
80 teams in the ‘bowl’. 

National League North side 
Brackley will be heavy favourites 
to make it through qualifying for 
the third time in four seasons, as 
they travel to Buckinghamshire 
to face Beaconsfield SYCOB, a 
team who ply their trade two lev¬ 
els below the Saints.

Director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
knows that Northampton Saints 
can't afford to have any areas of 
weakness when they take on a 
powerful Montpellier side in 
their opening game in the 
European Champions Cup. 

Saints certainly won’t want to 
repeat their listless display in last 
Saturday’s 20-9 defeat against 
Harlequins, in which they couldn’t 
land a blow on their opponents in 
the second half. 

In Montpellier, Saints will be up 
against an outfit that is heavily 
influenced by its sizeable contin¬ 


gent of South African players, 
which includes Springboks 
Bismarck Du Plessis, Pierre Spies 
and Francois Steyn. 

Europe represents a fresh start 
for Northampton, who’ve experi¬ 
enced a difficult start to their 
Premiership campaign, but get¬ 
ting off to a good one on Saturday 
evening is imperative. 

Mallinder said: “We can’t rely on 
George North, we can’t rely on 
Louis Picamoles to win us the 
game - we need all 15 players to be 
on top of their game. When you 
play quality opposition, such as 
Montpellier, you’ve got to have 
everybody playing well.” 

Montpellier won last season’s 
European Challenge Cup and 
reached the semi-finals of the Top 
14 play-offs with a straightfor¬ 


ward game plan of over-powering 
their opponents and dominating 
territorially. 

The fact that they boast 20-stone 
Fiji winger Nemani Nadolo 
amongst their back line also 
makes them a considerable threat 
in attack, meaning Northampton 
can’t afford to play to the French 
club’s strengths. 

Mallinder said: “I don’t think 
you’d want to go into a proper 
arm-wrestle against a team like 
Montpellier and you don’t want a 
slow arm-wrestle battle. 

“You’ve got to play rugby against 
them and we’ve proven we can do 
that this year - we certainly did it 
against Wasps, we did it at times 
against Exeter and what we’ll 
need to do is [play] that type of 
rugby. We have to play some rugby 


for 80 minutes on Saturday. If 
you’re at home you definitely want 
to start with a win because if you 
don’t get that win you’re up 
against it for the rest of the cam¬ 
paign.” 

What helps Mallinder is that his 
squad is full of Champions Cup 
experience, which is often recog¬ 
nised as being the next step down 
from international rugby. 

Like Montpellier, they’ve plenty 
of battle-hardened players who 
know what to expect come the 
weekend 

Mallinder said: “If you look at 
our players in the team, we’ve got 
a good team and it’s just a ques¬ 
tion of gelling on the night and 
making sure all 15 players are on 
the same page and playing for that 
full 80 minutes.” ^

Moloney is 
keen to keep 
up fine start 

Brendan Moloney believes 
Northampton have handled the step 
up to League One really well so far, 
as the high-flying Cobblers prepare 
for what will surely be another tough 
examination against Millwall this 
weekend. 

Northampton find themselves sixth 
in the table having lost just twice in 
the opening 12 fixtures of their first 
campaign in English football’s third 
tier since 2008/09. 

Rob Page’s side gave one of the big¬ 
gest indications so far of their devel¬ 
opment at this level last week, when 
they deservedly claimed a 1-1 draw 
at leaders Scunthorpe, despite play¬ 
ing with ten men for half an hour 
against the top scorers in the EFL. 

Moloney said on the step up: “I 
think when you switch off and give 
teams chances they might take it, 
whereas maybe last year teams 
wouldn’t. 

“You can’t give sloppy goals away 
and you can’t give teams chances 
because if you do they’ll punish you, 
but I think, this year, we’ve coped 
really well with it. 

“Defensively we’ve been very good 
and we’re creating a lot of chances, 
so if we’ll keep that up we’ll be fine. 

“Obviously we conceded sloppy 
goals against Bristol Rovers and 
maybe that’s the first time this sea¬ 
son that’s happened. We’ll learn 
from it and hopefully it won’t hap¬ 
pen again.” 

When asked what Northampton 
can expect from Millwall, Moloney 
said: “They’re a very strong team - 
maybe things haven’t gone their way 
yet this season, but they are a strong 
team with very good players.
